President Grant's desire for the continuance of
peace betwean the countries is, as alloged, of
doubtful sincerity, and as he wanta the natural
ability of the late Mr. Lincoln, being neither
a Inwyer nor a politiclan, he is by nature *‘in-
tensely Amerlean”  The Star, hu.rlug' thus
induced the inference that Genernl Grant may
become dangerous, goes on to deplore the escape
of the Alabamsa, percciving, ns is acknowledged,
that that fact established o yery dangerous pre-
eodent in the event of the future occurrenee of a
national contingency similar to_that which ex-
isted In Amorica at that period. Mr. Motloy's
rejection as American Minister to the Court is
again threatened in case his instructions should
approach towards Mr. Bumner's expressions
(‘ll jer in vorbinge or tone.

The London Times publishes an  article
bréathing forth a spirit of war in defense of
the Treasury cash, classing Mr. Bumner’s monoy
estimate of the damnges as “portentons” and
sapormous,” and although his address is worthy
of attentive consideration, no contrition or
humilintion shonld either be expressed or en-
dured by England; for if such were to happen,
the case would be prejudged against her, und
any project of an equitable settlement defeated.
The Senator's arguments are in this respect
aminine,” “unrensonable,” and “unstatesman-
like," & deseription in the aceuracy of which
the London Times will find it diffleult to
make Americans believe, and to which the
English people evidently do not assent, as
ghown Ly the great pains which are being
taken to divert their judgment from a consider-
ation of the real points at issue by inflammatory
doclamation. We are next told that England’s
having “thrown her sword” on the side of the
Confederntes during the war would have altered
the issue as in favor of the Union—a statement
whicl we may be permitted to more than doubt,
and of the truth of which her rulers were cor-
tainly not convineed at the time ns shown by
their hesitating poliey towards both belligerents,
the neutrality proclamation, blockade running,
and general gawe of *'fast and loose” without
action, The London Pimes takes a fling ot
Ameriean *“journalists,” the ‘“‘vilifiers” of Eng-
land, and makes way for the London Standard,
a Tory organ, which breathes forth a spirit of
defiance to our people, nnd will reaist a “eapitu-
lation™ by Eng ;\mi to thelast. This position is
denied by the Liverpool Post, which says that
Fogland eannot afford a quarrel, large or small,
with Ameriea.

8o much for the outdoor expression. In Cab-
inet Council the subject was debated by Mr.

MINISTER WASHBURNE.

Mr. Elibu B, Washburne, Miniater Plenipoten-
tiary to France by the appointment of President
Grant, sailed on Saturday from this port for
Paris to enter upon the duties of his mission,
1f we were to judge by the place he holds in the
estimation of the Presldent, Mr. Washburne
ghould oceupy the first rank among Amorican
statesten. He is the first man upon whom
Genernd Grant resolved to bestow a Ll'.'_';h office;
he is the only moan in respect to whose fitness
the President did pot think it necessary to de-
Hbernte; he hepded the st of the pames first
sent to the Seuate; aud after belng appointed to
the highest officein the gift of the President, he
was assigned, after his voluntary resignation, to
the forelgn mission which requlres more varled
accomplishments than any ‘other post in the
diplomatic service. The natural inference wonld
be that the man on whom public honors are thus
lavished must be our foremost statesman,
Unfortunately, neither the career of Mr. Wash-
burne nor the cstimate put upon him by the
country supports the judgment of l’re.«fdum
Grant. Public opinion would not have assigned
him any oftiee of great dignity: and eyen it his
talents were equal to o high position, the Secre-
taryship of Btate and the mission to Franee are
the two offices to which his enpacity and train-
ing ure least adapted. Such abilities as Mr.
Washiburne possesses are not of the diplomutie
order. He &s impetuous, passionnte, brusque;
he is conspienously destitute of literary and
social accomplishments: he must always make a
mean figure in the society of cultivated men; hoe
knows uothing of foreign }ml]thm beyond what
he has pleked up by the cursory perusul
of American  newspapers. Even Gene-
rul Grant, HALTOW, olituse, and ill-
informed as he is. would never have made
a spontaneous selection of Mr. Washburne
for eitlier of the posts to which he appolnted
Iim. These grewt positions were given to him
only beeause he requested them, and becanse
the President felt that he could deny no roguest
of a man to whom he was noader such deep per-
sonal obligations. After the election Washburne
intimated his desire for the Parls migsion, and
General Grant nceeded,  Just before the Inpugus-
ration, Washburne, prosuming still further upon
the President’s gratitude, told him he would
like, for the honor and eclat of the thing, to bo
nominsted to the Senate for Secretary of the
Treasury. (Wo are stating facts, and defy con-
tradiction.) General Grant replied to this inso-
lent request {eertainly insolent, although General
Grant may not have so considered it), “‘that
can't be, for the incumbent” (meaning Stewart)
“is fixed; but I can, If you wish, send your
name to the Benate for Secrewry of Stale.”
And he did, with the understanding that
Washburme woas not to qualify, but to be
contented with the empty honor. {(We wish
it to be understood that we are not narrating at
rundom, but reciting facts.) It is not easy to
conceive of anything more shameless nnd dis-
reputable than such a traflic of yonity, such an
lgnoble prostitution of the highest office in the
gift of the Presldent to create a counterfeit
reputation for u small man.  Such o transaction
—u transaction so hollow, deceptive, and trick-
fsh—is disgraceful (o both partles. It was as
infamous for General Grant to make a sham ap-
pointment of this kind as it was for Washburne
to violate the understunding, and undertake the
dutice of the office. For what purpose Wash-
burne held on to the office In violation of his
pledge is not known. As he asked at first for
the ‘Ureasury, which has more valuable patron-
age than nny other Cabinet place, It may be
presumed that he intended (0 establish a
Washburne power by filling the publie service
with his creatures—i supposition which is sup-
ported by the fact that he actually undertook to
dispose of all the most valuable patronnge of
the State Department.  Gibbs wns Woashburne's
vicegerant and factotum, and he got Generl
Grant to promise tomake Gibbs Consul-tieneral
at Paris. Afier Mr. Plsh bad been appointed
and before Wls areival i Washineton (he was de-
talned In New York o few duys), Washburne
and Grant together armanged for a lnrge numboer
ol |ii|-1-r|a..i'|| »and consalar appoimtnents, thus
attempting to folst upon Mr, Fish the erentures
and tools of Wasliburue, Some of these were

His zeal wis
not inspired by the fact that Grant was a groat
genernl, but by the fact that he was a resident of
Gnlena.,

EDUCATION IN ENGLAND,
From the Pall Mall Gazefte,

The Endowed Schools bill, introduced by Mr.
Forster and Mr. Bruce, together with the discus-
slon as to the constitution of the Seleet Com-
wittec appointed to consider its provisions,
assumes small proportions as compared with that
much vexed and diflcult question which Parlin-
ment must soon face. A better scheme of eduea-
tion for the poor Is urgently needed. We have o
State department of edueation which not only
has falled to do what might rensonably be ex-
pected of such a department, but which even
appears to have been cutirely ignorant of the
small extent of its own operations. If o par-
llamentary paper to which we referred last
week be correct, there are In England and
Wales 11,972 schools for the poor connected
with the Chureh of England alone; but of this
number the Government department annunlly
asslsts only 5017, leaving 6055 entirely unaided.
Of this majority of schools it has positively no
knowledge, It Qs Ignorant of the quality of the
education impirted in them; it contributes not a
penny to thelr malntenance, and it extracts,
nevertheless, from the parlshes in which these
0955 institutions are strugeling on under adverse
cireumstances, the very money supplies by
manns of taxation which go to subsidize the
minority of the schools for the poor. Such is
our present State system. The parlinmentary
paper before us sugrests another important con-
»iJurllllon. It shows that while there are 14,700
preishes aud ecclesinstical districts in England
and Wales, there are only 11,072 Institutions or
schools, Can the State Department, can Mr.
Forster, tell us whether the 2737 parishes consti-
tuting the difference between theso two numbers
have any provision for education atall? Ilow
are these parishes distributed ¥ Donbtless some
of them are too small to malntaln separnte
gchools, and the children In them, by n short
walk morning and evening, may find edu-
eation in neighboring parish schools.  But
a State  department ought to be In pos-
session of this information. It ought to Know
the educationnl resonrces of every place. 1t
ounght to do something more for the country
than annually assist 42 per cent, of national or
prrish schools, leaving 58 per cent. entirely un-
nesisted, unrecognized, and, in every sense of
the word, strangers to it.  Possessing such
slendor knowledge of the schools of the coun-
try, even &0 faras the Church of England is
conecerned, to say nothing of those other rell-
gious denominations, how ean it pozsibly legis-
late on the subject of educstion next yeéary A
searching loquiry would scem to be absolutely
essen tind ns o preliminary to the framiong of any
really effoctive and comprehensive scheme,
The Rtate department of education s costly. In
the year ending March, 1867, the cost of admin-
istration in Downing street, and of the inspec-
tion of schools throughout the country, wns no
less than £78,432. Inspection alone cost upwards
of £50,000. From 1830 up to 1868 the purlin-
mentary grants for edpcation amounted to
£5,400,880 for England and Wales; and adding
the grants for the period subsegnent to tgmu, wi
may sce that the House of Commons I8 nite
ready to tuke 1ts shere of & paramount duty, It
js a plty that the du{mrt,mcm had not been
equally zealous In obtalning exnet information
a8 1o the needs of every parish. The difticulties
of such an investigatfon are not Insuperable,
and the parliamentary paper now in podses<ion
of members of bLoth houses shows that it 18
urgent,
